old, we U known blacksmith in Berrien 
county, now noaring on to a ripe old 
age.

It Is £uke Faulkner, the man who had 


such a terrible encounter -with a cata- 
mount some thirty years ago. I don't 
suppose you would find one-half dozen 
jaen in Berrien county that would have 
had hall the courage that this man did 
possess at the time I write of.
